C row W ing C o unty’s P o o r. 
We have received the report of 
the state board of charities and 
corrections for the year ending 
July 31, 1885, and from it we ob­ 
tain some fig ure- that will be of 
interest. 
In lN?d-l it cost each 
inhabitant of the county for the 
support of paupers 25.7 cents; in 
1881-2 the cost was 32.8 cents for 
each individual; in 1882*3 the fig ­ 
ures only reached 8.3 cents; in 
1885 the 
entire pauper expense 
was $ 1391.42 or 15.D cents for each 
inhabitant. 
The secretary in his 
report says that a county that pays 
more than 30 cents an individual 
for pauper expense will bear in­ 
spection to see tf the expenditure 
is not needless or excessive, and it 
will be seen that Crow Wing coun­ 
ty has kept within the limit dur­ 
ing the pa.-t five vears with one 
exception and then it wa> exceed­ 
ed by two cents. 
In speaking ot our new lock-up 
the board publishes the following : 


TH E BRAINERD i ITV LOCKUP. 
The lockup at Btud ' rtl was built from 
plans furnished by th* 
state board of 
corrections and charities, at a cost of 
13,300. 
The building ha# a stone foun­ 
dation and i', fire-proof throug hout. 
It 
contam s fisur ceils, each 4x7 feet, separ­ 
ated l» y a middle corridor like th at in 
Coodauc County jail, and is divided in­ 
to two sections for heating purposes. 
T he floor is of concrete, each cell is well 
ventilated and is supplied w ith a swing ­ 
ing hammock. 
The outside walls are 
of brick, built hollow w ith an air space. 
The mside walls are unplastered, but are 
finished up smooth. 
The iron front of 
each cell is composed of lattice work, 
adm itting lig ht, air and heat freelv. 
The whole can be readily washed w ith a 
hose. 
W hen visited, the jail corridor on 
one side of the lockup was occupied by 
the chief of police, as a lodg ing room. 
The building was eatircly free from ver­ 
min and bad smells. 
This budding 
could have been constructed w ith two 
additional cells for about 
# 2,700, or 
per cell. 
These cells are desig ned 
for one prisoner each, but are of a sue 
commonly used in lockups lor two pris­ 
oners each. 
The county jail which was built 
in 1882 at a cost of about 
$ 8,000 
does not seem to meet with the 
approval of the inspecting board 
as a reading of the following con­ 
tained in the published report 
w ill 
show: 


CSOW W ING COUNTY JA IL . 
The jail is in the rear of the sheriff’s 
residence. 
The brick cell room is 24x24 
feet, 22 feet hig h. 
The steel and iron 
cag e contains two cells SU.xS feet and 
desig ned for four prisoners each. 
The 
jailer’s corridor surrounding the cag e is 
too narrow, being only four feet wide on 
the north and south and six feel to the 
rear. The floor of the cell room is of 
concrete, a very poor job, already out of 
repair. 
There arc twelve 
windows 
nevertheless the jail is unusually dark 
even for a cag e jail; the windows are in 
two tiers, the lower tier having the 
abominable iron blinds, which shut out 
the lig ht but do not prevent communi­ 
cation nor the introduction of tools. 
The interior of the cag e is so dark th a . 
a lamp is necessary for reading even in 
the daytim e. 
Heat is furnished by a box 
stove, and excellent ventilation by a ffue 
2 feet sq uare with a 10-mch smokestack 
inside. 
There is a water cl*set in the 
cag e, supplied with city water and con­ 
nected w ith a sewer which works well 
in summer but has g iven g reat trouble 
by freezing and closing up tn winter. 
Furniture: canvass, hammocks, woolen 
blankets, tables benches, one prisoner 
slept in a bed outside the cag e. 
There 
are no peep holes for the observation of 
prisoners. 
Women and insane persona 
» re provided for by two commodious 
cells, each 6x12 feet, and lined with 
lig ht boiler iron, well lig hted and com­ 
fortable, but there i"* no provision for 
heating them in w inter—a surprising 
oversig ht. 
One of these cells was used 
as a store room. 
The jail was not very 
clean. 
Prisoners adm itted having soma 
vermin upon them. 
The prisoners do 
their own washing 
in 
the corridor, 
and have g ood facilities for bathing 
in a 
wash tub, 
having 
a 
boiler 
to 
heat 
w ater 
on 
the 
stove; 
bathing is not compulsory and is some­ 
what neg lected 
The darkness of the 
cell has led to the practice of g iving 
prisoners the liberty of the outer corri­ 
dor; an escape was made some time ag o 
by dig g tng throug h the brtck wall w ith 
a knife. 
The sheriff stated that boys 
are not kept separate from older priso i- 
ers. 
Capacity, 10. 
Too small as tue 
sheriff has 
had 
repeatedly to have 
prisoners sleep outside the cag e at tho 
rtsk of escapes. 
Tho sheriff's residence 
is inadeq nate. 
The kltcheu and dining 
room are in the cellar 5 feet below 
g round, dam p and unwholesome. 
On 
the first floor is the *heriff's office, 12x14, 
which serves also for his family sitting 
room and bedroom 
He has also a par­ 
lor 12x 14.

He accomplished 
it at the ex pense of the liv es of a coup­ 
le of hors* - md won hi** wager.

**ecmd '.ime h© wagered that he could 
make the ride in six day s. This was 
in the summer of 18 5 0. 
He lelt San­ 
ta Fe early in July . In order to win 
his wager it was necessary to ride an 
av erage of ov er 13 0 miles per day — 
that 
is 
ev ery twenty -four 
hours. 
The wager this time was $2,000. 
Aubrey made arrangements with the 
semi-monthly stage that was then run­ 
ning bet ween Independance and 8 ai> 
ta Fe to bring him sev eral horse# 
from Independence. There were only 
two or three stations on the road be­ 
tween the two pia ©s 
at that time, 
and his arrangements were such as to 
allow him to change horses about 
once 
ev ery 
twenty -four 
hours 
This was Aubrey ’s famous ride, and 
it wa- tfie talk of the whole Western 
country for y ears. 
He made it in fiv e 
day s and thirteen hours, and I hav e 
alway s l>eliv ed that he was the only 
man in the world that could hav e ac­ 
complished it. 
His endurance wa# 
wonderful. Think of lieing steadily in 
tbe saddle and riding at the speed he 
did tor almost six day s. 
Aubrey 's death was tragic. 
He had 
a v ery good friend in Stint a Fe named 
Wait man—Major Wait ronn—who waa 
f 
jublishing a pajier at Santa Fe. 
Au- 
irey used to buy sheepand driv e them 
to California. 
Once when he made 
one of those trips Wait man publish­ 
ed a small paragraph m regard to Au­ 
brey that the latter did not like. 
When Aubrey returned they met. and 
stepped into a saloon to take a drink 
together. Aubrey referred to the item, 
and when Wait man replied Aubrey 
called him a 
liar Wait man replied 
by dashing the contents of hts glass in 
Aubrey s face. 
Aubrey reached for his 
rev olv er but Wait man was too quick 
for him, and plunged a knife into his 
heart. 
Aubrey drop|*ed dead on the 
spot, and Wait man was cleared on 
plea of self defence.

T he n ext, scarcely know ing w h at I 
did, b u t w ith th e in stin ct of self-pre­ 
servation stron g w ithin me, I sprang to 
th e left over th e precipice, on the op- 
>osite side to th at on w hich p oor 
ran/, h ad disap p eared . 
T h e 
rope 
ran ou t to its full length and then I 
found m yself pow erless to m ove, an ­ 
chored tigh tly to th e edge of th e arete, 
an d w ith a strain upon m y ch est from 
th e pressure of th e rope which w as 
well nigh intolerable. 
R urns and the 
p orter had seen w hat w as com ing,and 
had throw n th em selves flat, so th at 
when t he jerk cau sed by m y leap bad 
com e, th ey were well prepared to m eet 
it. 
F or a few seconds, though, it w as a 
dea llock. T hen 1 heard a faint voice, 
which seem ed to com e from F ranz, 
calling for help.

Crow W ing County’s Poor. 
W e have received the report of 
the state board of charities and 
corrections for 
the year ending 
July 31, 1885, and from it w e ob­ 
tain some figures that will be of 
interest. 
In Ibb0-1 it cost each 
inhabitant of the county for the 
support of paupers 25.7 cents; in 
1881-2 the cost was 32.8 cents for 
each individual; in 1882-3 the fig­ 
ures only reached 
8.3 cents; 
in 
1885 the 
entire pauper expense 
was $1391.42 or 15.9 cents for each 
inhabitant. 
The secretary in his 
report says that a county that pays 
more than 30 cents an individual 
for pauper expense w ill bear in ­ 
spection to see if the expenditure 
is not needless or excessive, and it 
will be seen that Crow W in g co u n ­ 
ty has kept w ithin the lim it du r­ 
ing the past five years with one 
exception and then it was exceed­ 
ed by tw o cents. 


In speaking ot our new lock-up 
the board publishes the following: 


THE BRAINERD C ITV LOCKUl'. 
The lockup at Bmwc-rd was built from 
plans furnished by the state board of 
corrections and charities, at a cost of 
$2,300. 
The building has a stone foun­ 
dation and i'i fire-proof throughout. It 
contains Four cells, each 4x7 feet, separ­ 
ated by a middle corridor like that iu 
Coodauc County jail, and is divided in­ 
to two sections for heating purposes. 
The floor is of concrete; each cell is well 
ventilated and is supplied with a swing­ 
ing hammock. 
The outside walls arc 
of brick, built hollow with an air space. 
The inside walls are unplastered, but are 
finished up smooth. 
The iron front of 
each cell is composed of lattice work, 
admitting light, air and heat freely. 
The whole can be readily washed with a 
hose. 
When visited, the jail corridor on 
one side of the lockup was occupied by 
the chief of police, as a lodging room. 
The building was entirety free from ver­ 
min and bad smells. 
This building 
could have been constructed with two 
additional cells for ab#ut 
$2,700, or 
$450 per cell. 
These cells are -iesigued 
for one prisoner each, but are of a size 
commonly used in lockups lor two pris­ 
oners each. 
The county jail which was built 
in 1882 at a cost of about $8,000 
does not seem to m eet w ith the 
approval of the inspecting board 
as a reading of the follow ing co n ­ 
tained in the published report w ill 
show: 


CROW WING COUNTY JA IL. 
The jail is in the rear of the sheriff’s 
residence. The brick cell room is 24x24 
feet, 22 feet high. 
The steel aud iron 
cage contains two cells 6jsx8 feet and 
designed for four prisoners each. The 
jailer’s corridor surrounding the cage is 
too narrow, being only four feet wide on 
the north and south anil six feet to the 
rear. The floor of the cell room is of 
concrete, a very poor job, already out ol 
repair. 
There are twelve 
windows 
nevertheless the jail is unusually dark 
even for a cage jail; the windows are in 
two tiers, the lower tier having the 
abominable iron blinds, which shut out 
the light but do not prevent communi­ 
cation nor the introduction of tools. 
The interior of the cage is so dark that 
a lamp is necessary for reading even in 
the daytime. 
Heat is furnished by a box 
stove, and excellent ventilation by a flue 
2 feet square with a 10-iuch smokestack 
inside. There is a water closet in the 
cage, supplied with city water and con­ 
nected with a sewer which works well 
in summer but has given great trouble 
by freezing and closing up in winter. 
Furniture: canvass, hammocks, woolen 
blankets, tables benches; one prisoner 
slept in a bed outside the cage. There 
are no peep holes for the observation of 
prisoners. 
Women and insane persons 
are provided for by two commodious 
cells, each *3x12 feet, aud lined with 
light boiler iron, well lighted and com­ 
fortable, but there is no provision for 
heating them in winter—a surprising 
oversight. One of these cells w a s useu 
as a store room. 
The jail was not very 
clean. 
Prisoners admitted having some 
vermin upon them. 
The prisoners do 
their own washing 
in 
the corridor, 
and have good facilities for bathing 
in a 
wash tub, 
having 
a 
boiler 
to 
heat 
w’ater 
on 
the 
stove; 
bathing is not compulsory and is some­ 
what neglected. The darkness of tho 
cell has led to the practice of giving 
prisoners the liberty of the outer corri­ 
dor; an escape was made some time ago 
by digging through the brick wall with 
a knife. The sheriff staled that boys 
are not kept separate from older prison­ 
ers. 
Capacity, 10. 
Too small as the 
sheriff has 
had 
repeatedly to have 
prisoners sleep outside the cage at tho 
risk of escapes. Tho sheriff's residence 
is inadequate. 
The kitchen and dining 
room are in the cellar 5 feet below 
ground, damp and unwholesome. 
On 
the first floor is the 8hcriff’s oflice, 12x14, 
which serves also for his fuiuily sitting 
ro#m and bedroom 
Be has also a par? 
, lor 12x14.

New Judicial District, 
Intelligence is received that the 
act creating the 15th judicial dis­ 
trict has passed both branches of 
the legislature and will doubtless 
receive the approval of the govern­ 
or. 
The new district comprises 
the counties of Crow Wing, Cass, 
Hubbard, 
Aitkin 
and Wadena 
formerly included in the Eleventh 
district. 
This legislation cannot 
fail to meet the approval of all 
concerned, and is especially grate­ 
ful to members of the bar in this 
locality. 
The old Eleventh dis­ 
trict extending from the eastern to 
the western boundary of the state 
and north to the British posses 
aion was entirely too large, and 
thecreation of the new districts 
including the Fifteenth reduces 
each to proper proportion. 
Brainerd from its central loca­ 
tion, as well as its importance as 
the principal business point in the 
district, is entitled to a resident 
judge, the want of which has long 
been felt by the legal profession 
and parties doing business in tho 
courts. 
It seems to be the usual 
sentiment in this community that 
the Hon. C. B. Sleeper should re­ 
ceive the 
appointment and his 
many friends are already urging 
upon the Executive the propriety 
of his selection to fill the judicial 
office until the election. 
He is 
endorsed by the bar, county offi­ 
cials and principal business men of 
the city, and will also be accepta­ 
ble throughout the district. 
Mr. 
Sleeper is in every way qualified 
for the position, and if appointed, 
will discharge the duties intelli­ 
gently, faithfully 
and conscien­ 
tiously. 
We trust that the gov* 
ernor will gratify the people of the 
district by an appointment so em­ 
inently suitable as well as popular. 


Crow Wing County’s Poor. 
We have received the report of 
the state board of charities and 
corrections for tile year ending 
July 31, 1885, anti from it we ob­ 
tain some figures that will be of 
interest. 
In lsbO-1 it cost each 
inhabitant of the county for the 
support of paupers 25.7 cents; in 
1881-2 the cost was 32.8 cents for 
each individual; iii 1882-3 the fig­ 
ures only reached 8.3 cents; in 
1885 the 
entire pauper expense 
was $1391.42 or 15.9 cents for each 
inhabitant. 
The secretary in his 
report says that a county that pays 
more than 30 cents an individual 
for pauper expense will bear in­ 
spection to see if the expenditure 
is not needless or excessive, and it 
will be seen that Crow Wing coun­ 
ty has kept within the limit dur­ 
ing the past five vears with one 
exception and then it was exceed­ 
ed by two cents. 
In speaking ot our new lock-up 
the board publishes the following: 


TUE BRAINERD CITV L<X:KUF. 
The lockup at Brainerd was built from 
plana furnished by the state board of 
corrections and charities, at a cost of 
$2,300. 
The building has a stone foun­ 
dation and i', fire-proof throughout. 
It 
contains four cells, each 4x7 feet, separ­ 
ated by a middle corridor like that iu 
Coodhue County jail, and is divided in ­ 
to two sections for heating purposes. 
The door is of concrete; each cell is well 
ventilated and is supplied with a swing­ 
ing hammock. 
The outside walls arc 
of brick, built hollow with an air space. 
The inside walls are un plastered, but arc 
finished up smooth. 
The iron front of 
each cell is composed of lattice work, 
admitting light, air and heat freely. 
The whole can be readily washed with a 
hose. 
When visited, the jail corridor on 
one side of the lockup was occupied by 
the chief of police, as a lodging room. 
The building was entirely free from ver­ 
min and bad smells. 
This building 
could have been constructed with two 
additional cells for ab«ut 
$2,700, or 
$450 per cell. 
These cells are designed 
for one prisoner each, but are of a size 
commonly used in lockups tor two pris­ 
oners each. 
The county jail which was built 
iii 1882 at a cost of about $8,000 
does not seem to meet with the 
approval of the inspecting board 
as a reading of the following con­ 
tained in the published report will 
show: 


CROW WING COUNTY JAIL. 
The jail is in the rear of the sheriff’s 
residence. 
The brick cell room is 24x24 
feet, 22 feet high. 
The steel and iron 
cage contains two cells 6}s x8 feet and 
designed for four prisoners each. 
The 
jailer’s corridor surrounding tile cage is 
too narrow, being only four feet wide on 
the north and south and six feet to the 
rear. The floor of the cell room is of 
concrete, a very poor job, already out ot 
repair. 
There are twelve 
windows 
nevertheless the jail is unusually dark 
even for a cage jail; the windows are in 
two tiers, tlic lower tier having the 
abominable iron blinds, which shut out 
the light but do not prevent communi­ 
cation nor the introduction of tools. 
The interior of the cage is so dark that 
a lamp is necessary for reading even in 
the daytime. 
Heat is furnished bv a box 
stove, and excellent ventilation by a due 
2 feet square with a 10-inch smokestack 
inside. 
There is a water closet in the 
cage, supplied with city water and con­ 
nected with a sewer which works well 
in summer but has given great trouble 
by freezing and closing up in winter. 
Furniture: canvass, hammocks, woolen 
blankets, tables benches; one prisoner 
slept in a bed outside the cage. 
There 
are no peep holes for tfie observation of 
prisoners. 
Women and insane persona 
8 re provided for by two commodioua 
cells, each 6x12 feet, aud lined with 
light boiler iron, well lighted and com­ 
fortable, but there is no provision for 
heating them iii winter—-a surprising 
oversight. 
One of these cells was used 
as a store room. 
The jail was not very 
clean. 
Prisoners admitted having some 
vermin upon them. 
The prisoners do 
their own washing 
in 
the corridor, 
and have good facilities for bathing 
in a 
wash tub, 
having 
a 
boiler 
to 
heat 
water 
on 
the 
stove; 
bathing is not compulsory and is some­ 
what neglected. 
The darkness of the 
cell has led to the practice of giving 
prisoners the liberty of the outer corri­ 
dor; an escape was made some time ago 
by digging through the brick wall with 
a knife. 
The sheriff stated that boys 
are not kept separate from older prison­ 
ers. 
Capacity, IO. 
Too small as the 
sheriff has 
had 
repeatedly to have 
prisoners sleep outside the cage at tho 
risk of escapes. 
The sheriff's residence 
is inadequate. 
The kitchen and dining 
room are in the cellar 6 feet below 
ground, damp and unwholesome. 
On 
the first floor is the sheriff’s oliice, 12x14, 
which serves also for his family sitting 
ro#m and bedroom 
He has also a pat" 
tor 12x14.

seven, 
Laplace

seventy-eight 
years, w hile Sir I-aac Newton 'lied at 
eighty-five, 
Plato 
at 
eighty-two, 
Archemedes at seventy-five, and the 
somewhat mythical 
Pythagoras at 
ninety. Some of these ancients, how­ 
ever, were not eminent mathemati­ 
cians, but may be clashed a* general 
philosophers, natural or metaphysi­ 
cal. Poets do not always die before 
their time, a* Keats and Byron and 
Arthur Hugh Clough did. On the con­ 
trary, the much-abused Tennyson, 
whom f have ~een drinking “hearty** 
at the crystal palace, Syndenham, of 
that great natural English institution,

A U B K E Y ’S R ID E

M. Alexander Majors, the pioneer 
freighter and stager of the great West, 
recounted the 
story 
of Aubery’s 
famous 
ride 
from 
Santa 
Fe. 
N. M.f to Independence, Mo., the lat­ 
ter place at that time being the point 
fro 11 which 
freighting 
was 
done 
throught the West and South to the 
Pacific sloi>e. 
‘•Aubrey was a French Canadian, 
small of stature, but compactly built, 
and at that time was not over 35 
years. He made the ride on horse­ 
back between Santa Fe and Indepen­ 
dence 
011 two different 
occasions. 
The first time, 1849 on a wager of 
$1,006 that he could make the ride 
in 
eight 
days. 
The 
distance 
was 800 miles. 
He accomplished 
it at the expense of the lives ot a coup­ 
le of horses and won his wager. The 
second time he wagered that he could 
make the ride in six days. This was 
in the summer of 1850. 
He lett San­ 
ta Pe early in July. In order to win 
his wager it was necessary to ride an 
average of over 130 miles per day— 
that is 
every twenty-four 
hours. 
The wager this time was $2,000. 
Aubrey made arrangements with the 
semi-monthly stage that was then run­ 
ning between Independance and San­ 
ta Fe to bring him several horses 
from Independence. There were only 
two or three stations on the road be­ 
tween the two places 
at that time, 
and his arrangements were such as to 
allow’ him to change horses about 
once 
every 
twenty-four 
hours 
This wuis Aubrey’s famous ride, and 
it was the talk of the whole W estern 
country for years. 
He made it in five 
days and thirteen hours, and I have 
always belived that he was the only 
man in the world that could have ac­ 
complished it. 
Hi* endurance was 
wonderful. Think of being steadily in 
the saddle and riding at the speed he 
did ior almost six days. 
Aubrey’s death was tragic. 
He had 
a very good friend in Santa Fe named 
Wait man—Major W’aitmnn—who was 
publishing a paper at Santa Fe.

A U B R E Y 'S H I D E 


Klpht H iidrsl ifilsi on floridiark In FDe Hay* 
an#! Thitren Hours. 
From the St. Louis Republican. 
M. Alexander Majors, the pioneer 
freighter and stager of the great West, 
recounted the 
story 
of Anbery's 
famous 
ride 
from 
Santa 
Fe. 
NL M., to Independence, Mo., the lat­ 
ter place at that time being the point 
fro n which 
freighting 
was 
done 
throught the West and South to the 
Pacific slojie. 
“Aubrey was a French Canadian, 
small of stature, but compactly built, 
and at that time was not over #35 
years. 
He made the ride on horse­ 
back between Santa Fe and Indepen­ 
dence on two different 
occasions. 
The first time, 1840 on a wager of 
$1,000 that h#1 could make the ride 
in 
eight 
days. 
The 
distance 
was 800 miles. 
He accomplished 
it at the expense of the lives of a coup­ 
le of horses and won his wager. 
The 
second time h*' wagered that he could 
make the ride in six days. This was 
in the summer of 1850. 
He felt San­ 
ta Fe early in July. 
In order to win 
his wager it was necessary to ride an 
average of over 130 miles per day— 
that is 
every twenty-four 
hours. 
The wager this time was $2,000. 
Aubrey made arrangements with the 
semi-monthly stage that was then run­ 
ning between Independance and San­ 
ta Fe to bring him several horses 
from Independence. There were only 
two or three stations on the road be­ 
tween the two places 
at that time, 
and his arrangements were such as to 
allow him to change horses about 
once 
every 
twenty-four 
hours 
This was Aubrey’s famous ride, and 
it was the talk of the whole Western 
country for years. 
He made it in five 
days and thirteen hours, and I have 
always belived that he was the only 
man in the world that could have ac­ 
complished it. 
His endurance was 
wonderful. Think of being steadily in 
the saddle and riding at the speed he 
did for almost six days. 
Aubrey’s death was tragic. 
He had 
a very good friend in Santa Fe named 
Waitman—Major Waitman—who was 
publishing a paper at Santa Fe. 
A u ­ 
brey used to buy sheepand drive them 
to California. 
Once when he made 
one of those trips Waitman publish­ 
ed a small paragraph in regard to Au­ 
brey that the latter did not like. 
When Aubrey returned they met. and 
stepped into a saloon to take a drink 
together. Aubrey referred to the item, 
and when Waitman replied Aubrey 
called him a 
liar Waitman replied 
by dashing the contents of his glass in 
Aubreys face. 
Aubrey reached for his 
revolver but Waitman was too quick 
for him, and plunged a knife into hts 
heart. 
Aubrey dropped dead on the 
spot, and Waitman was cleared on 
plea of self-defence.

j seemed certain now th a t we 
uld have a line day, but Franz 
clearly ill at ease, and grumbled 
istantly about the heat in the 
Sit saying that he feared th a t we 
uld find the Lyskamm arete in 
J condition, 
jis spirits, though, recovered some- 
jit. as we got higher, and certainly 
weather lett little to bedesired.for 
[ood ol golden sunlight spread over 
k and snow, till even the hollow of 
glacier in which we stood became 
bed in the glorious light. 
Indeed 
could not have chosen a more per- 
day for our expedition. 
re made rapid progress,for we were 
it is known a s a fast party, and 
le it was still early we readied the 
t of the terrible arete which rist s 
flight up from the glacier till it col­ 
lates in the summit of the Lys- 
niii. 
\> my mind this arete constitutes 
of the nastitst bits of climbing in 
Alps. 
It is not difficult, but it is 
and almost in its whole length 
lgerous. The danger arises from

guisn sometimes between what is safe 
and what is not, while to a novice 
what may appear to be one broad, 
smooth surface of snow may be safe 
to tread upon only to the width of a 
few ;nehes. 
It is this difficulty of telling where 
the firm ground ends and where the 
cornice begins th at constitutes the 
danger of the Lyskamm arete. 
More 
than once it has led to mistakes on 
the part of guides, and it was such 
that caused one of the most awful 
tragedies th a t ever occurred to moun­ 
taineers—the fatal accident to Messrs. 
Lewis and P atterson’s party in 1878. 
The Lyskamm by this route is em­ 
phatically not an ascent to be recom­ 
mended. 
Franz was celebrated for his cau­ 
tion, and on this day he exercised 
even more than his ordinary care. 
Not a step did he take without first 
testing the snow in front with the 
point of his ice axe, so as to make 
sure of what was ahead, and he never 
moved forward until quite convinced 
th at it was safe to do so. 
Thus our progress was slow, and it 
was not till nearly 11 o’clock th a t we 
topped the final ridge and stood to ­ 
gether upon the summit of the Lys- 
kamin. 
The view exquisitely bright and 
clear as the sky w a s th a t day, was a 
marvelously beautiftl one, but it is 
not within my province to describe it 
here, and, indeed, were I to make the 
attem pt, I should fail to convey an 
idea of the impression it made upon 
me at the time. 
Besides, it was not 
for long we were permitted to enjoy 
it, for Franz was all eagerness to be 
down the arete before it got much la­ 
ter. 
We were soon on the rope again. 
F ra n z led, then I came, then Burns 
and the porter—an admirable man 
for the purpose, on account of his 
weight and strength- brought up the 
rear. 
It was in this order th at we be­ 
gan t he descent. 
All went well at first. Each man was 
careful to use the rope as the rope 
ought to be used—th a t is, by keeping 
It ta u t between himself and his man in 
front. 
Franz moved downward care­ 
fully, and a t each 
step sound the 
snow with his axe, as he had done on 
his way up. The position, in fact, was 
one whicn needed care. 
Upon out left the face ot the moun­ 
tain fell sharply away to the glacier 
below, a distance of over 3,000 feet, 
and we dared not leave the edge of the 
arete to pass on to it, for upon this 
face there lay a quantity of fresh snow 
in a loo>e and dangerous condition. 
On our right lay the dreadftd cornice. 
Suddenly Franz halted. 
Something 
seemed to trouble him, for more than 
once he struck his axe into the snow in 
front of and beside him without mov­ 
ing forward. He called to me to pay out 
the full length of rope between myself 
and him, which I did, and again he ad­ 
vanced a few steps. 
When he stopped, 
and turning round to me, in slow 
tones said: “ Herr, be very careful 
how you tread here; take cafe only to 
put your foot in the steps I make, for” 
—and this he added very impressively 
—“ we are in great danger here.” 
He had hardly spoken—in tact, the 
words were still in his mouth—when I 
heard a loud crack. 
It was a sound 
such <*i> I have never heard before or 
since, and 1 can only describe it as be­ 
ing like the grate of a heavy wagon 
upon frozen snow. 
Then, 
without 
further 
warning, the 
side of 
the 
mountain seemed to break 
away, 
and with it Franz disappeared. 
For one second I felt paralyzed. 
The next, scarcely knowing what I 
did, but with the instinct of self-pre­ 
servation strong within me, I sprang to 
the left over the precipice, on the op- 
>osite side to th a t on which poor 
anz had disappeared. The rope 
ran out to its full length and then I 
found myself powerless to move, an­ 
chored tightly to the edge of the arete, 
and with a strain upon my chest from 
the pressure of the rope which was 
well-nigh intolerable. 
Burns and the 
porter had seen what was coming,and 
had thrown themselves Hat, so that 
when the jerk caused by my leap bad 
come, they were well prepared to meet 
it. 
For a few seconds, though, it was a 
dea Hock. Then I heard a faint voice, 
which seemed to come from Franz, 
calling for help. 
Somehow or other, 
hut how I hardly know to this day, 
Burns so managed to slacken the rope 
th a t I was enabled to scramble up on 
the arete again, and then the three of 
us set to work to haul up Franz. 
It 
was not an easy m atter, but present­ 
ly an ashen face appeared over the 
edge, and, with some help from him­ 
self, we succeeded in raising F ranz to 
a position beside us. 
He was badly shaken, and the hor­ 
ror of the situation, as well as it might 
had clearly affected his nerves. 
Fntil 
rescued his life literarly hung upon a 
thread; for he had remained suspend­ 
ed over an awful precipice 
many 
thousand feet in height, with nothing 
but the rope around his waist be­ 
tween him and certain distruction. 
his face was very white, and a small 
wound on his forehead, from which 
the blood was slowly trickling, gave 
him a ghastly appearance but there 
was a strange look in his eyes as he 
clasped my hands and exclaimed, with 
all the energy of deep gratitude: 
“ Herr, you have saved my 
life. 
Think not th at 1 shall forget. 
Mark 
this: You will one day be in difficulty 
in danger; but fear not, Franz will he 
there, and he will have come to save 
your life.” 
He was greatly excited, and it was 
to this tn a t I felt inclined to attribute 
his words; but yet there was a strange 
earnestness in the manner he spoke 
which impressed me deeply in spite of 
myself, and with an inward presenti­ 
ment (I can call it nothing else) th a t 
some day or other they would inevit­ 
ably come true. 
From what we learned subsequent­ 
ly it appeared that, in spite of Franz’ 
precautions, our upward track had 
in one place passed over a portion of 
the cornice. Franz had become aware 
of this, but in trying to avoid the 
danger in the descent had brought 
about the very thing he feared, the 
touch of the axe of which doubled up 
bounded down 
the mountain side, 
carrying Franz along with it. 
As a 
m atter of tact, it was a very narrow 
escape for all of us; for had any other 
member of the party gone through 
the snow as well as Franz, the others 
could not have held, and must have 
been dragged down too. I shuddered 
involuntarily as I gazed into the abyss 
into which we would have fallen, and 
thought th a t there would not liaye 
been much left of us by the time we 
reached the bottom. 
Two days later I said good by to 
Franz, who seemed to be getting well 
over his accident, and made my way 
back to England, leaving Burns to 
carry on a career of conquest which 
the admirable weather up to the close 
of the season gave aim every facility 
for doing. 
When I took leave of Franz that 
time a t the RifTel I did not think th a t 
1 should nevermore set eyes on him. 
Did I say nevermore? Yes nevermore, 
at least in this life. 
It was in December of th a t same 
year th a t I heard of Franz’s death. 
He fell a victim to his passion for 
chamois hunting. 
It appeared th at 
he had been out one day after a heavy 
fall of snow, and had perished in an 
avalanche, his body being swept away 
no one knew whither. Nothing but 
bis hat and the shattered remains of 
his rifle, indeed, were ever found of 
him again, and it was only by their 
recovery th a t it was guessed what his 
fate had been. 
To lose Franz was like losing an old 
cornice, which in an immense mass friend. Sadly I thought over his many, 
igs over the Italian side of the

admiral qualities, qualities so seldom 
combined in oneof his class. His truth 
and honesty, his cheerfulness and goc d 
nature, his skill, his courage in mo­ 
ments of danger, and then I called to 
mind th a t last expedition which we 
took together, (pity it should have 
been the last!) and how near the end 
had been th a t day. To what pur­ 
pose had his life been spared but these 
few months longer? And as I thought, 
of a sudden those words of his carre 


back to me with a force positively 
startling. 
“You will one day be in difficulty, 
in danger, 
but 
fear 
not. 
Franz 
will be tliere, and he 
will 
have 
come to save 
your 
life.” 
Poor 
fellow! 
It was scarce worth while to 
think about it. 
Euless 
the grave 
gave up its dead, Franz could nev­ 
er now redeem his promise. 
PART II. 
It had been snowing heavily all the 
morning. Matters weie beginning to 
look serious. Midday among the gla­ 
ciers in the most awful weather, and 
not one member of the party in the 
least conscious of our bearings, was a 
prospect, to say the least, not very 
reassuring! 
A dense mist hanging 
over us, heavy snow in the sky, heav­ 
ier snow underfoot, a wilderness of 
white on all sides and no prospect of 
any improvement. Such was our po­ 
sition on August 13. 188—. 
For five years subsequent to our 
adventure on the Lyskamm 1 bad 
not been to the Alps. 
Increase of 
work and the dislike of having to get 
a strange guide in Franz’s place had 
kept me away; but with the old love 
of the mountians still strong within 
me, I had gravit ated once more to my 
old campaingning ground. 
1 had en­ 
gaged no regular guide for the season, 
for my days for vigorous climbing 
were over, and I now felt th at I must 
relegate myself to only passes, with 
perhaps an occasional peak. 
I was doing th at delightful series of 
expeditions 
known as the Tour of 
Monte Rosa.” 
I had • crossed the 
Weissthor 
with 
some friends 
to 
Macugnaga, and from there alone w ith 
one guide (not quite a wise proceed­ 
ing, perhaps), I had made my way 
over the Colle delle Loeeie to the lit­ 
tle mountain inn in t lie Colle d ’Olen, 
with the intention of returning again 
to Zermatt by the Lysjoch. 
I had 
thought it possible th a t I might be able 
to pick up a man a t the Colle d ’Olen 
to make a third on the rope, but on 
arriving there, to my disgust, I found 
th a t no one was available. 
I scarcely kenw what to do for the 
best. To attem pt to cross the Lys­ 
joch alone with one man was an act 
of folly I had not the least intention 
of committing. Of other alternatives 
one was to send down the guide I had 
with me to the valley to tiring up a 
companion (which meant 
loss 
of 
time and expense), or else to wait 
where I was, on the chance of some 
other party bound tor Zermatt turn­ 
ing up, to whom I might a-k leave to 
attach niyselt. 
I was sitting sunning myself irt front 
of the inn and thinking over matters, 
when a cheery voice hailed me, and 
Who should appear toiling up the 
path leading from the valley but my 
old friend Burns, whom 1 had not the 
smallest idea that I should meet on 
this side of the Alps. 
Burns was now a leading light of 
the legal profession; he was even spok­ 
en of mysteriously as a future Judge, 
but anything more unjudicial than his 
manner in the Altis it was impossible 
to imagine, and to me he wa« the same 
admirable companion and friend th at 
he had ever been. 
He had left a party ot friends at the 
Italian lakes and had come “to do a 
walk,” as he termed it, in the moun­ 
tains, ami he had brought with him 
temporarily a young Italian guide 
named Antoine, and a porter, and he, 
too, I found to my great satisfaction, 
was bound for Zermatt by way ot the 
Lysjoch. 
We decided, as a m atter of course, 
to join forces. 
Burns’ porter was paid 
off and sent home. Antoine and my 
guide, Josef, were retained, and the 
following morning we had started on 
our expedition. 
The weather had l>ecome doubtful 
soon after we had left the inn, but w« 
kept on, notwithstanding, until well 
on the glacier, and then too late, we 
began to wish th at we had had the 
moral courage to turn back before. 
For the guides lmd lost them-elves. 
They were neilher of them first rate, 
and, now difficulties began to thicken, 
they proceeded to lose their head. 
In 
fact, to such a pass did matters come 
that Burns and myself had to assume 
all responsibility. 
The storm was raging furiously now’, 
not a landmark was visible, and the 
blinding snow obliterated everything. 
To add to our troubles, we found our­ 
selves without a compass, the only 
member of the party possessed of one 
being Burns, and his he had broken 
only the day before. We could not 
thus tell even tho direction in which 
we ought to be going. 
I have heard ot |>ersons lost in the 
desert wandering for nine miles in a 
circle, so th a t they came back at last 
to the very point from which they 
started. 
To those who hare not experienced 
it, it is impossible to convey the feel­ 
ing of utter lior elessness in such acase. 
It was fated we should feel it on that 
day, for after many an hour’s weary 
trudge, knee-deep in the sott snow, we 
found that our labors had been in 
vain, and we only returned again to 
the tracks we had made before. Still, 
aimlessly as wo might walk.it was nee 
essary to keep moving, for to stand 
still, and for any length of time,meant 
to perish in th a t awful cold. 
“ We were white from head to foot 
with the snow which had frozen upon 
us,and had the occasion been less seri­ 
ous, we could have laughed at the 
strange appearance 
we 
presented. 
Burns had assumed the lead. 
It had 
been decided t hat he should go first on 
the rope and myself last, Antoine and 
Josef between us, but as for knowing 
where we were, it did not m atter who 
acted as leader. 
On he went, and still on, till the 
monotony became well nigh unendur­ 
able. No change, always the same 
white waste about us, snow here, 
there, everywhere, and 
falling 
all 
around more heavily than ever. W hat 
was to become of us if it continued? 
We could not goon walking indefinite­ 
ly. 
Hour after hour went wearily 
by. 
The guides began to lose heart, and 
cried to each other about their wives 
and children. 
I, too, began to feel 
not quite myself. 
But Burns, firmly 
as ever, kept plodding forward, for­ 
ward, 
forward. 
I 
caught 
myself 
thinking (as they say drowning men 
will do) of incidents of my past life, of 
things which 1 failed to do, of things 
which I had done, but which it would 
have been better had 1 left undone; 
and then I thought of a host of minor 
matters which at such times seemed 
positively trivial. Then my thoughts 
ran on other Alpine expeditions, and 
of th at last one which we had made 
five years ago. 
Strange! * The scene of it was close 
beside us now; for, though shut out 
from sight by impenetrable mist, we 
knew th at the mighty form of the 
Lyskamm was towering somewhere 
above us, lost to sight among the 
clouds. Even the day—August 13th— 
was the same. 
It seemed as if by a 
strange irony of fate th a t scene of our 
escape might witness the closing scene 
of us. 
Then Franz’s words came back to 
me, and I caught myse'f saying aloud: 
“ Franz! Franz! Oh, for one hour of 
your guidance, and all would be well! 
Oh, th at you could come back to 
earth to redeem your promise!” 
Ai d 
as yet I spoke there was wafted to­ 
ward us across the glacier a voice, 
clear and distinct even amid the whiil 
and uproar of the storm, a voice said, 
“ Herr, I come!” 
We had altered our course. Almot t 
insensibly I felt it, but I was equal y 
certain th a t it, was so. 
I lookt d 
ahead. Bums was still leading, but no! 
somehow the order had been changed. 
I thought th a t I did not see ariiht,. 
for I could not remember any altera­ 
tion being made in our positions < n 
the rope and yet it was quite cert a n 
th a t it was not Burns who now went 
first. 
I began to count. There was Jose f, 
there Antoine, there Burns’ and theie 
but no, it could not be—there was yet 
another! 
I refused to believe 
t. 
Twice again I counted, twice with the 
same result. Anel t hen came over me 
a feeling of dread, fori felt th a t he who 
wag leading us was not of this life. 
I looked and the form seemed fa­

metal. Eight weeks after the first nug­ 
get was found, t here were 7,000 men 
at work arour.d the spot where it was 
taken from the earth. The branch of­ 
fice of an Adelaide bank had bought 
3.000 or 4,000 ounces of gold and a 
much larger quantity had been car­ 
ried away. 
The new alluvial fields are situated 
about two hundred and fifty mile.-* 
north of Adelaide, and only t wenty- 
three miles from a railway station. 
On October 5 Thomas Brady, the first 
nan to begin work in California gully 
at Bendigo in 1832, was prospecting 
in a gully on Teetulpa run with his 
partner, Thomas Smith. The first 
gold discovered was pried out of cracks 
m the slate with knives. 
Brady and 
Smith applied for the 
reward of 
411.000 offered by the government for 
the discovery of a new gold field. At 
once there w as a rush for the diggings. 
The railway stations in Adelaide were 
crowded. “For a parallel to the pres­ 
ent outbreak of the gold fever,” said 
the Adelaide Observer two weeks later, 
“it is necessary to go back to the palmy 
days of Baliaret and Bendigo. 
In the 
streets of the city nothing is spoken of 
but gold,ami the examinat ion ot speci­ 
mens and the canvassing of reports as 
to thesizeof the latest nuggets monop­ 
olize the attention alike of busy men 
and idlers. Parliament,or at all events 
the assembly,has caught the prevailing 
epidemic, and the gravest matters on 
the notice paper have to yield prece­ 
dence to questions as to what is to be 
done to facilitate the search for the 
precious metals.” 
The gold is sold at £3 18s to £4 an 
ounce. At last accounts the largest 
nugget t hat had been shown weighed 
only 20 3--4 ounces, but it was report­ 
ed th at a five pound nugget and one 
weighing seven pounds had been taken 
out. 
Hundreds of men were finding 
no gold; many others were finding 
enough to pay expenses, while perhaps 
one-half of the diggers were doing well. 
One of the lucky diggers made $1,500 
in three weeks. Two men worked two 
Weeks without seeing “co'or,” and in 
the following two weeks found 10 
ounces. Another digger took out 1M 
ounces of coarse gold in one day.

of a hen’s egg.

It was amazing to see how quickly 
the demoralization set in after the 
fall of the Empire. 
I p to th a t time, 
I think, Daria was one of the best 
governed cities in the world, speaking 
strictly of the municipal administra­ 
tion. The police was vigilant, alert 
and honest, and life and proi>erty 
were every where safe. 
I had never seen 
the time, up to the time of the revo­ 
lution of thefourth of September th at 
I 
would have been afraid to have 
visited the most remote and unfre­ 
quented streets iu the city, for every­ 
where 
were to lw lound the most 
watchful poiicemen on their different 
beats. 
But 
this city 
government 
practically fell with the Empire, and 
in the absence of the governmental 
and political regulations there was 
much disorder; the streets were filled 
with th»- most obscene and disgusting 
literature, and the vilest caricatures 
were cried on the .*tr*-ets by men and 
boys, and sometimes even by young 
girls. 
Those days of the last of September 
and the fir-t of October werecompara- 
tlvely uneventful. There was certain 
fighting going on outside of the walls 
of Paris, and the usual number of 
proclamations and notice were issued, 
which now, read in the light o fh istc y 
seem very absiirb. The Figaro, a very 
widely-read journal in Paris, made it- 
-elf ridiculous by its advice and sug- 
geetion. One day it recommended

: Other■ recommendations, equally ab­ 
surd and puerile, appeared in the 
i same newspaper. 
At 10 o ’clock the “nipple” was 
j beaten all over Paris—that terrible 
sound which in the first revolution so 
1 often curdled the blood.

meant, “every man to his post.” 
About 10 o ’clock the troops began to 
pour in from every direction toward 
the Hotel de Vi 1 le.

! ed. In the presence of this immense 
force, all shouting, “ \ ive Trochu! 
and "A baslaCommune!” the red forces 
i of Flourens seemed to have realized 
t their weakness, and before midnight 
j they had mostly disappeared, the gov­ 
ernment bad been released, and com- 
j pa rati ve quiet restored all over the 
city.

^ ’he alluvial gold hills recently dis­ 
covered in S outh A ustralia, say s the 
New York Times, do n o t yet recall 
to the A ustralian dicier the exciting 
days when Bendigo an d Balloret were 
in their prime, b u t they prom ise to 
yield a large am o u n t of the precious 
metal. Eight weeks after the first nug­ 
get was found, there were 7,000 men 
a t work aro u n d the s p o t where it was 
taken from the ea rth . 
The branch of­ 
fice of an Adelaide b an k had bought 
3,000 or 4,000 ounces of eold an d a 
much larger q u a n tity had been ca r­ 
ried aw ay. 
The new alluvial fields are situ ated 
ab o u t tw o hundred an d fifty miler* 
n o rth of Adelaide, an d only tw enty- 
three miles from a railw ay sta tio n . 
Gn October 5 T h o m a s B rady, th e first 
nan to besin work in California gully 
a t Bendigo in 1852, was prospecting 
in a gully on T eetu lp a run with his 
partner, T h o m a s Sm ith. 
T he first 
gold discovered was pried o u t of cracks 
rn the slate with knives. 
B rady and 
8m ith 
applied for 
the 
rew ard of 
£ I,OCHI offered by Hie governm ent for 
Hie discovery of a new gold field. 
At 
once there was a rush for the diggings. 
The railw ay sta tio n s in Adelaide were 
crowded. 
“ F o r a parallel to the pres­ 
ent o u tb rea k of the gold fever,” said 
the* Adelaide Observer tw o weeks later, 
“ it is necessary to g o back to the palm y 
days of B allaret an d Bendigo. 
In the 
streets of the city nothing is spoken of 
b u t gold,an d the ex am in atio n of speci­ 
mens an d the canvassing of re p o rts as 
to the size of the latest nugget s m o n o p ­ 
olize' th e a tte n tio n alike of busy men 
and idlers. P arlia m en t,or a t all events 
the assem bly,has caught the prevailing 
epidemic, an d the gravest m a tte rs on 
th e notice paper h ave to yield prece­ 
dence to questions a s to w hat is to be 
done to facilitate the search for tile 
precious m etals.” 
The gobi is sold a t £3 18s to £4 an 
ounce. 
At last accounts the largest 
nugget t h a t had been shown weighed 
only 2D3-4 ounces, b u t it was rep o rt­ 
ed th a t a five pound nugget and one 
weighing seven pounds had been taken 
out. 
H undreds of men were finding 
no gold; m any o th ers were 
finding 
enough to pay ex {lenses, while perhaps 
one-half of tile diggers were doing well. 
One of th** lucky diggers m ade $1,500 
in three weeks. 
Two men worked two 
Weeks w ithout seeing “co’o r,” an d iii 
the following tw o we* ks found 16 
ounces. 
A nother digger to o k o u t IO 
ounces of coarse gold in one da>’. 
A 
nugget of IO ounces is a b o u t the size 
of a hen’s egg. 
P ro b ab ly one half of 
the gold is throw n aw ay for w an t ot 
w ater with which to wash the loam 
and gravel in which it lies. 
At la^t 
accounts the governm ent was p rep a r­ 
ed to suppH’ tile diggers with w ater by 
boring wells. 
Before C hristm as the 
diggings had been extended for several 
mile.-', an d th e te m p eratu re w as IOO 
degrees in the shade.

It was am azing to see how quickly 
the dem oralization set in after the 
fail of th e Empire. 
I p to th a t time, 
I think, P aris was one of the best 
governed cities in the world, speaking 
strictly of the municipal a d m in is tra ­ 
tion. 
T he {>oliee was vigilant, alert 
ami honest, and life an d property 
were every where safe. 
I had never seen 
th e time, up to the tim** of th e revo­ 
lution of the fourth of Septem ber th a t 
I 
would have been afraid to have 
vi-ited the m ost rem ote am i unfre­ 
quented s t r e e t s in tim city, for every­ 
where 
were 
to l*e found the m ost 
watchful policemen on their different 
beats. 
But 
this city 
governm ent 
practically fell with the Empire, and 
in the absence 
of the governm ental 
and 
polit i< a1 regulations there was 
much disorder; th e street* were filled 
with t Im* m ost obscene a n d disgusting 
literature, an d the vilest caricatures 
were cried on the streets by men an d 
boys, an d som etim es even by young 
girls. 
Those d a y s o f the last of Septem ber 
and the first of < »etober were c o m p a ra ­ 
tively uneventful. 
There was certain 
lighting going on outside of tile walls 
of Paris, an d th e usual num ber of 
pro clam atio n s an d notice were issued, 
which now, read in the light of history 
seem very ab so rb . T h e Figaro, a very 
widely-read journal in Paris, m a ie it­ 
self ridiculous by its advice an d sug­ 
gestion.

d ay it recom m ended 
t h a t tile N atio n alg u ard should choose

the 
demi-monde. 
Other recom m endations, equally a b ­ 
surd and puerile, appeared in the 
sam e new>j*a{>er. 
At IO o ’clock the

sound which in tile first revolution so 
often curdled the blood.

their weakness, an d before midnight 
they had m ostly disappeared, th e gov- 
erm ent had been released, an d com ­ 
p ara tiv e quiet restored all over the 
cit)*. 
I left th e legation to go to my 
lodgings in the Rue d e L o n d r e s a t half­ 
past twelve, an d going by the C ham ps 
Elysees,
